242 IS FOLLOWED BY SERIALS 343 THROUGH 420. AN INSPECTION, HOW- 
EVER, OF SERIAL 242 AND 343 REVEALED THAT THE DETROIT BLOCK STAMP 
ON SERIAL 242 WAS DATED OCTOBER 15, 1964, WHILE SERIAL 3 43 HAD A
